WASHINGTON. Jan. 5 (/P--FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover esti­ 
mated today that despite improved 
law enforcement, serious crimes in 
the United States rose another 5 
per cent to a new high in 1954. 
Also, in a review of the year sub­ 
mitted

Brownell. 
Hoover asserted that, "The need 
for eternal vigilance against sub­ 
version by followers of the Com­ 
munist party becomes more neces­ 
sary with the worldwide rise of 
•neutralism’ 
and

‘peaceful coexistence.' " 
The FBI director, who currently 
estim ates the' American Commu­ 
nist party membership at roughly 
24.000. said: 
‘‘The Communist action program 
for the

States is being 


geared to cause a lowering of our 
guard which, if successful, could 
have far reaching and disastrous 
consequences." 
The 
report 
noted 
that 
exact 
crime statistics for the nation last 
, year have not been compiled but 
on the basis of preliminary tabula­ 
tions of police reports from all 
parts ol the country, Hoover said: 
"The past year will record a 
new high for tile past IO years in 
crimes of robbery, aggravated as­ 
sault. rape, burglary and larceny."

1953, however, 
there were fewer homicides and 
less auto thefts.

"In 1954. bank robberies totaled

Walt Whitman’s "Leaves of Grass" 
as unfit for the eyes of upright

"Leaves of Gra^s," now regarded 
among the greatest collections of 
poetry ever written by an Ameri­ 
can. 
No one seriously questions any 
longer the propriety of Whitman’s 
poetry. But what a storm it stirred! 
up in the 19th Century! A library, 
spokesman called Whitman’s col­ 
lection 
"the 
most 
controversial 
book" of the century. 
The storm swirled around two 
poems in the giant work: "A Wom­ 
an Waits for Me" and "Ode To A 
Common Prostitute." 
"Leaves of Grass," whose most 
popular poem was the celebrated 
ode to Abraham Lincoln, "O Cap­ 
tain. My Captain," originally was 
published in 1855. The two chal­ 
lenged poems were included in a 
new' edition which James R. Os­ 
good ic Co. printed in 1882. 
Boston's district attorney. Oliver 
Stevens, was moved by protests to 
write Whitman he’d have to "ex­ 
purgate" those two poem'; or else 
Bolton would suppress the collec­ 
tion. 
Whitman refused. The ban was 
ordered and Osgood withdrew as 
publisher. Whitman found another 
publisher, however, and the edition 
came out 
anyway. 
Scorned 
by, 
many Americans, it first found 
favor through the applause of such 
celebrated British poets as Tenny­ 
son and Swinburne. 
Much of Whitman’s artistic ca­ 
reer actually was devoted to as­ 
saults on things he considered im­ 
moral—-Uke whisky.

Safety experts in the automotive and allied in* 
dustries have been advocating for many years more 
and better safety equipment for the millions of auto­ 
mobiles on the nation’s highways. Airplanes have in­ 
corporated many safety gadgets -which have been ac­ 
cepted and taken for granted by the passengers of 
the airways. But the public has not demanded or even 
shown much interest in these same life-saving gadgets 
when applied to automobiles. 
With the automotive death rate approaching 
40.000 annually, and with new car engines reaching 
heretofore undreamed of horsepower and compres­ 
sion, it is imperative that safety equipment be install­ 
ed on automobiles, and quickly. 
The safety belt, a very simple and inexpensive 
yet remarkably successful contrivance, is one of many 
such devices which could be installed on all cars as 
standard equipment. Many experiments with this life­ 
saving belt have demonstrated its practicability. De­ 
spite this only a small percentage of automobiles are 
equipped with a safety belt and most of these were 
installed by the owners themselves. 
Of course there are many other safety devices 
worthy of mention such as crash helmets, collapsible 
windshields, 
padded dashboards, shock 
absorbing 
steering columns, and better constructed seats. But it 
has been estimated that the safety belt alone could 
reduce personal injuries 50 per cent and greatly re­ 
duce the number of those killed. 
When one remembers all the paraphernalia the 
first automobile drivers needed just to keep them­ 
selves free from dust, mud and oil-dusters, goggles 
and cover-all caps—it should make the modern driver 
a mite embarrassed to object to a simple, unobtrusive 
rig attached to his car when he knows it may some 
day save his life.

The Ladejinsky Case 


The case of Wolf Ladejinsky concerns a public official 
once employed by the D epartm ent of Agriculture and sub­ 
sequently by the D epartm ent of State. His m ost recent 
position was as chief of the F a r Eastern Division of the 
Office of Foreign Agricultural Relations attached to our 
em bassy in Japan. That office has now been transferred 
to the D epartm ent of Agriculture by Act of Congress, in 
which agency it will be the Foreign A gricultural Services. 
The State D epartm ent is satisfied with L adejinsky’s 
services and praises him for his work. 
He has been 
screened by State for security purposes and has not been 
found unsatisfactory. The D epartm ent of Agriculture finds 
Ladejinsky inadequate and is 
not satisfied 
with 
his 
security clearances. 
The Ladejinsky case has been boomed up into a m ajor 
political issue. The D epartm ent of A griculture’s case, so 
far as the public is concerned, rests on two indisputable 
facts: 


1. 
He was once employed by the forerunner of 
Amtorf, a Russian trading agency which has also 
aeried as a cover for espionage; 
2. 
He has some sisters still living in Russia. 


The presentation of the case against Wolf Ladejinsky 
by the D epartm ent of A griculture has, thus far, been 
am ateurish and discredits the anti-Communist m ovem ent 
and the system of screening m ore than it harm s Ladejin­ 
sky. If the D epartm ent of Agriculture cannot produce a 
better case. Ezra Taft Benson, who is. in my opinion, the 
ablest man in our cabinet, ought to adm it that he has 
been m isinformed and he ought to apologize to Ladejinsky. 
If Mr. Benson has a better case, he ought to state it now. 
In all the m aterial I have read on subversives and 
Communists since 1917, I have never quite seen the equal 
of a statem ent by John Glen Cassity, the A griculture 
D epartm ent's security chief, which reads: 
“ Would you w rite articles critical of the Com m unist 
governm ent if close m em bers of your family were living 
in Russia and you knew the tactics the Communists use? 
“ It is doubtful anyone would do it unless he had reason 
to believe his fam ily would not be harm ed.” 


Dors Mr. Cassity know anything of human ideal­ 
ism. of martyrdom for a belief, of a faith that trans­ 
cends personal interest? Does he know anything of the 
history of the Mormon church, for instance? Ezra Taft 
Benson is a Mormon and he could tell Mr. Cassity of 
the sacrifices, the suffering of the early Mormons who 
were driven by fanatical opposition from place to place 
until they reached the wilderness of the Salt Lake 
region. Did those men think of safety and body com­ 
fort any more than some of my ancestors did when 
they hurled themselves into the auto-da-fe rather than 
desert their God and their ideala? None of these men 
and women ever gave a thought to what their idealism 
might do to their relatives. 
Apparently Mr. Cassity 
never heard of that. 


I do not know whether Ladejinsky is an idealist, is 
com petent to 
be 
our 
agricultural 
representative, 
or 
w hether he has a worse record than has been disclosed. 
But when Mr. M ilan D. Smith of the D epartm ent of 
A griculture quotes from a letter from George N. Vitt to 
establish the wickedness of Wolf Ladejinsky, it is neces­ 
sary to inquire into the bona fides of Vitt as an expert. 
In the vast literature on com munism and anti-com m unism , 
G eorge N. Vitt’s nam e does not appear as a qualified 
expert. There is no evidence in his letter to show expert­ 
ness. It is said that he is a White Russian who fled from 
the Bolsheviks in 1919. His letter says: 
“ Mr. L. may be IOO per cent innocent, but facts from 
his past speak against him. Thus, for the sake of Uncle 
Sam he must go, as unjust as it m ay be to him personally 
if he is innocent of Commie connections or sym pathies . . 


What kind of vicious tripe is this? Are we to punish 
the innocent as well as the guilty? No matter what one 
thinks of Senator Joe McCarthy, he never offered this 
as a test of subversion. 


Anti-communism is the most im portant cause before 
the American people today. This cause m ust not be coi- 
rupted by indecent attitudes, by ignorance, by self-serving 
vengeance. And it is the active anti-Communists who m ust 
take up the cudgels against such statem ents as those m ade 
by Cassity and Vitt, if their efforts are not to be dis­ 
credited.

Though acknowledging that the 
“ school lunch program is benefi­ 
cial to the health and w elfare of 
school children,’ the report urges 
local 
financing 
and 
concludes: 
“ 'The p ro g ra m 1 is not a federal 
responsibility 
Federal 
participa­ 
tion should be gradually tapered 
off ” 
The secret report also recogniz *s 
that "years of 
ipression and war 
have 
left 
a 
grossly 
inadequate 
school plant,” yet in the sam e 
breath, it recom m ends flatly: “ The 
general conclusion is that federal 
aid is not necessary tor either cur­ 
rent operating expenses for public 
schools or for capital expenditures 
for new school facilities.” 
The com m ission's solution is to 
let the states and local com m uni­ 
ties put up Ute money for school 
construction “ in accordance with 
the will of their citizens ”

Political Pot Is Boiling Despite Talk Of Amiability 


WASHINGTON—T here’s a lot of 
double-talk being heard hereabouts 
which is designed by some of the 
political spokesmen to convey the 
idea th a t in the new session of 
Congress everything is going to be 
smooth and calm between the ad­ 
m inistration and the Dem ocrats. 
But the sugar-coated words of

Several unique experim ents were 
carried out la st year on specific 
tests for polio. 
Such 
procedures 
are needed because there are no 
polio tests sim ilar to those avail­ 
able for typhoid, syphilis, and tu­ 
berculosis. To com plicate the pic­ 
ture, paralysis m ay be caused by 
disorders other than polio and in 
addition, the nonparalytic type of 
polio is an indefnite condition th at 
m im ics a num ber of disturbances, 
including the common cold. 
One of the latest virus tests stem s 
from a cancer project that was 
started m ore than five years ago. 
At that tim e, scientists found a 
way to grow m alignant cells in a 
test tube. One particular group 
(strain HeLai has been m ultiply­ 
ing ever 
since. 
Viruses destroy 
these cells. 


During the 1953 polio epidem ic 
in M innesota, stool specim ens from 
513 cases w ere subjected to this 
test. The results were positive in 
78 of the paralytic and 42 per cent 
of the nonparalytic cases. The m a­ 
jority of specim ens were positive 
within three days after fever sub­ 
sided and in 50 
er cent of the pa­ 
tients, viruses were found two to 
three weeks later. 
This research not only suggests 
a new way to study the virus but 
also to dem onstrate that m any of 
the so-called nonparalytic form s of 
polio are not really polio. F u rth er­ 
m ore, the presence of these organ­ 
ism s in the stools again em phasizes 


the im portance of good sanitation 
in preventing the disease.

"T here is no loubt that our state 
and local tax structures need over­ 
hauling,” writes West, “ but here 
again the (m ajority) report wishes 
to engage the people in a theoreti­ 
cal debate while postponing the 
solution of a more pressing prob­ 
le m -ad eq u a te education for chil­ 
dren and youth who will grow into 
adulthood while we reform our tax 
structure.” 
West was joined in his backstage 
fight by such distinguished educa­ 
tors as Roy Simpson, California's 
superintendent of public instruc­ 
tion; Very Rev. Msg. Thomas J. 
Quigley of Pittsburgh; Oscar Ear- 
hardt, chairm an of the St 
Inuis 
School Board; and Carl J. Megel, 
president of the American Federa­ 
tion of T eachers. They frankly con­ 
sidered the m ajority recom m enda­ 
tions as a threat to the nation’s 
educational future. 
On the other side, the m ajority 
signers were led by Adam S. Belt­ 
men of Salt Lake City and Roger 
A. Freem an of Olympia, Wash., 


both prom inent educators in their 
home states. They also were joined 
by ex-Gov. Alfred Driscoll of New 
Jersey, President Henry W riston 
of Brown University and A. Boyd 
Campbell, president of the Mississ­ 
ippi School Supply Company and 
education chairm an for the U. S. 
Cham ber of Commerce. 
At one point, the m ajority report 
partially backs down on w ithdraw­ 
ing 
federal 
money 
from 
the 
schools. Pointing out that federal 
funds are furnished for roads, hos­ 
pitals, airports and other facilities, 
the report adm its: "Schools are 
working under a handicap if all of 
their funds m ust be raised locally 
or by states while other facilities 
are partly financed by the federal 
government. While we are opposed 
generally speaking to grants-in-aid, 
as the whole import of our report 
has indicated, we believe that if 
that principle is to be abandoned 
and there are to be grants-in-aid, 
schools should not be ignored.” 
Vocational Education 
Tins brought an answering blast 
from West, who declares: "The re- 
jxirt of the com m ittee stands or 
falls on the assumption that the 
clock will be turned back and that 
in the very near future, federal 
grants for highway, airport and 
hospital 
construction 
will cease, 
thereby m aking grants in aid to 
education unnecessary. The report 
adduces no evidence to sustain this 
assum ption; indeed, as recently as 
July 1954, 
President Eisenhower 
called for an expanded highway 
construction program financed by 
federal and state funds." 
“State and local government ran 
and should provide from their own 
funds an adequate vocational pro­ 
gram ,” the report states.

Moscow s Great Debate

WASHINGTON 
The A m erican and Soviet gov­ 
ernm ents appear to have one thing, 
at least, in common. Both govern­ 
m ents are internally divided about 
the direction their foreign policy 
should take, now that the basic de­ 
cision to rearm W estern Germ any 
has at long last been made. 
The evident suggestion that the 
Soviet governm ent is divided on 
this question is, as always, frag­ 
m entary and inconclusive. But it 
is a good deal less so than usual. 
When 
A m bassador Charles 
E. 
Bohlen returned to Moscow recent­ 
ly, he reported back that the sense 
of 
tension 
had 
m easurably 
in­ 
creased there in the few days since 
he had left. The British am bassa­ 
dor, Sir William Hayter, who also 
returned to Moscow at about the 
sam e tim e, reported back to Lon­ 
don precisely the sam e thing. 
One obvious reason for this ten­ 
sion in Moscow was. of course, the 
French voting on the Germ an re­ 
arm am ent issue But another rea­ 
son also appeared, when long edit­ 
orials about the future of the Soviet 
policy were published Just before 
C hristm as in Pravda and Izvestia. 
Took Opposing Views 
Izvestia is the organ of the Soviet 
governm ent, and is thus accounted 
the m outhpiece of Prem ier Goorgi 
Malenkov. P ravda is the organ of 
the Soviet Com m unist party, and 
is thus accounted the mouthpiece 
of N. S. Krushchev, secretary of 
the party. The two papers took al­ 
most diam etrically opposite lines. 
Izvestia called for a continuation 
of essentially the present policy— 
increased em phasis on production 
of consum er goods, and a ‘'co­ 
existence” policy abroad. Pravda 
called, in effect, for a “ hard” line 
abroad, and a return to all-out pri­ 
ority for heavy industrial produc­ 
tion, which m eans arm s produc­ 
tion. 
The next day, Pravda published 
another long editorial, 
and this 
tim e Pravda fell in line with Izves­ 
tia. By knowledgeable Russians as 
well 
as 
foreign 
observers, 
this 
episode was universally taken to 
mean that there has been a basic 
disagreem ent on policy as between 
Malenkov and Krushchev, and that 
this disagreem ent had been settled 
in M alenkov’s favor. 
The episode was further taken 
to m ean that the Russian rulers 
wished to m ake known the exist­ 
ence of the disagreem ent. The pur­ 
pose was, presum ably, partly to re­ 
mind the West that the Soviets 
could adopt a tougher line if they 
wanted to. But another purpose 
certainly was to give Krushchev, 
as it w ere, his day in court, and to 
rem ind the Russian people that no 
one inherited all the powers of the 
dead Stalin. 
Rulers Free To Disagree 
Ft is quite genuinely true, in the 
view of Bohlen and all other for­ 
eign observers, that there is still 
no single absolute dictator in post- 


Stalin Russia. Moreover, the ex­ 
tent to which the Soviet rulers— 
though notably not the ruled™feel 
free to disagree with each other 
is rem arkable. 
For exam ple, there was a recent 
meeting 
between 
certain 
“ neu­ 
trals” and a number of the Rus­ 
sian leaders, including Malenkov, 
Krushchev, and Foreign M inister 
V. 
M. 
Molotov. 
Malenkov 
and 
Krushchev engaged in a lot of free­ 
wheeling about Soviet policy. Molo­ 
tov quite obviously felt that his 
special province was being invad­ 
ed by am ateurs, and m ade no at­ 
tem pt 
to 
conceal 
his 
irritation 
from the foreigners. The m eeting 
very nearly becam e a sort of three- 
cornered argum ent between th# 
Russians. 
There is a good deal to sugge. , 
in short, that a “great debate” of 
sorts is 
in progress within the 
Soviet 
governm ent. 
No one, 
of 
course, believes that the essential 
objectives of 
the Soviet regim e 
have changed. But it is natural 
that the Soviet rulers should de­ 
bate w hether 
the 
“ soft” 
policy 
which achieved a triumph in Asia 
and almost achieved a greater tri­ 
umph in Europe, has not about 
played itself out, now that the 
French have at last agreed to the 
rearm am ent of West G erm any. 


Not Fully Decided 


M alenkov’s recent equivocal re­ 
m arks about the desirability of a 
four-power “ m eeting at the sum ­ 
m it" further suggests that the issue 
has not yet been fully decided. The 
Soviet rulers, apparently, sim ply 
have not m ade up their minds 
whether 
such 
a 
meeting 
would 
serve Soveit purposes, since it i* 
now seemingly impossible further 
to delay G erm an rearm am ent. 
A great debate is also, of course, 
in progress within the Am erican 
governm ent. This debate also con­ 
cerns whether it is worth trying to 
negotiate with the Soviets, now that 
the G erm an rearm am ent issue is 
presum ably 
settled; 
and 
if 
so 
whether this is the time to try it. 
On one side are those who believe 
that the Soviets at least share the 
W est’s interests in avoiding m utual 
incineration: and that it is worth 
trying to agree on a set of ground 
rules to this end. At least to som e 
extent, President Eisenhower in­ 
clines to this view—as does British 
Prim e 
M i n i s t e r 
Sir 
Winston 
Churchill. 
On the other side are those who 
hAve strong doubts about the value 
of any negotiation with the Rus­ 
sians except on the most lim ited 
and specific issues. Secretary of 
State 
Dulles 
entertains 
these 
doubts—and British Foreign Secre­ 
tary Eden shares them. Thus a 
kind of global great debate is go­ 
ing on, in Washington, in Moscow, 
in London. No doubt it will be set­ 
tled one way or another before this 
year ends.

The Ladejinsky Case 


The case of Wolf Ladejinsk y concerns a pu blic official 
once employed by the D epartm ent of Agricu ltu re and su b­ 
sequ ently by the D epartm ent of State. His m ost recent 
position was as chief of the F ar E astern Division of the 
Office of Foreign A gricu ltu ral Relations attached to ou r 
em bassy in Japan. That office has now been transferred 
to the D epartm ent of A gricu ltu re by Act of Congress, in 
which agency it will be the Foreign A gricu ltu ral Services. 
The State D epartm ent is satisfied with Ladejinsk y’s 
services and praises him for his w'ork . 
He has been 
screened by State for secu rity pu rposes and has not been 
fou nd u nsatisfactory. The D epartm ent of Agricu ltu re finds 
Ladejinsk y inadequ ate and is 
not satisfied with 
his 
secu rity clearances. 
The Ladejinsk y case has been boomed u p into a m ajor 
political issu e. The D epartm ent of A gricu ltu re’s case, so 
far as the pu blic is concerned, rests on two indispu table 
facts: 


1. He wa s o nce emplo y ed by the fo rerunner o f 
Amto rg , a Russia n tra ding a g ency which ha s a lso 
serv ed a s a co v er fo r espio na g e; 
2 . He ha s so me sisters still liv ing in Russia . 


The presentation of the case against Woif Ladejinsk y 
by the D epartm ent of Agricu ltu re has, thu s far, been 
am ateu rish and discredits the anti-Commu nist m ovem ent 
and the system of screening more than it harm s Ladejin­ 
sk y. If the D epartm ent of Agricu ltu re cannot produ ce a 
better case, Ezra Taft Benson, who is, in m y opinion, the 
ablest m an in ou r cabinet, ou ght to adm it that he has 
been m isinform ed and he ou ght to apologize to Ladejinsk y. 
If Mr. Benson has a better case, he ou ght to state it now. 
In all the m aterial I have read on su bversives and 
Commu nists since 1917, I have never qu ite seen the equ al 
of a statem ent by John Glen Cassity, the Agricu ltu re 
D epartm ent’s secu rity chief, which reads: 
“ Wou ld you w rite articles critical of the Commu nist 
governm ent if close m em bers of you r fam ily were living 
in Ru ssia and you k new the tactics the Commu nists u se? 
“ It is dou btfu l anyone wou ld do it u nless he had reason 
to believe his family wou ld not be harm ed.” 


Do es Mr. Ca ssity kno w a ny thing o f huma n idea l­ 
ism, o f ma rty rdo m fo r a belief, o f a fa ith tha t tra ns­ 
cends perso na l interest? Do es he kno w a ny thing o f the 
histo ry o f the Mo rmo n church, fo r insta nce? Ezra Ta ft 
Benso n is a Mo rmo n a nd he co uld tell Mr. Ca ssity o f 
the sa crifices, the suffering o f the ea rly Mo rmo ns who 
were driv en by fa na tica l o ppo sitio n fro m pla ce to pla ce 
until they rea ched the wilderness o f the Sa lt La ke 
reg io n. Did tho se men think o f sa fety a nd bo dy co m­ 
fo rt a ny mo re tha n so me o f my a ncesto rs did when 
they hurled themselv es into the a uto -da -fe ra ther tha n 
desert their Go d a nd their idea ls? No ne o f these men 
a nd wo men ev er g a v e a tho ug ht to wha t their idea lism 
mig ht do to tbeir rela tiv es. Appa rently Mr. Ca ssity 
nev er hea rd o f tha t. 


I do not k now w hether Ladejinsk y is an idealist, is 
com petent to 
be 
ou r 
agricu ltu ral 
representative, 
or 
whether he has a worse record than has been disclosed. 
Bu t when Mr. Milan D. Smith of the D epartm ent of 
Agricu ltu re qu otes from a letter from George N. Vitt to 
establish the wick edness of Wolf Ladejinsk y, it is neces­ 
sary to inqu ire into the bona fides of Vitt as an expert. 
In the vast literatu re on com m u nism and anti-com m u nism , 
George N. V itt’s nam e does not appear as a qu alified 
expert. There is no evidence in his letter to show expert­ 
ness. It is said that he is a White Ru ssian who fled from 
the Bolshevik s in 1919. His letter says: 
“Mr. L. m ay be iOO per cent innocent, bu t facts from 
his past speak against him. Thu s, for the sak e of Uncle 
Sam he m u st go, as u nju st as it m ay be to him personally 
if he is innocent of Commie connections or sym pathies . . .” 


Wha t kind o f v icio us tripe is this? Are we to punish 
the inno cent a s well a s the g uilty ? No ma tter wha t o ne 
thinks o f Sena to r Jo e McCa rthy , he nev er o ffered this 
a s a test o f subv ersio n. 


Anti-commu nism is the m ost im portant cau se before 
the Am erican people today. This cau se m u st not be coi- 
ru pted by indecent attitu des, by ignorance, by self-serving 
vengeance. And it is the active anti-Commu nists who m u st 
tak e u p the cu dgels against su ch statem ents as those m ade 
by Cassity and Vitt, if their efforts are not to be dis­ 
credited.

To com plicate the pic­ 
tu re. paralysis m ay be cau sed by 
disorders other than polio and in 
addition, the nonparalytic type of 
polio is an indefinite condition that 
m im ics a nu m ber of distu rbances, 
inclu ding the common cold. 
One of the latest viru s tests stem s 
from a cancer project that was 
started m ore than five years ago. 
At that tim e, scientists fou nd a 
way to grow m alignant cells in a 
test tu be. One particu lar grou p 
(strain HeLa) has been m u ltiply­ 
ing ever 
since. 
Viru ses 
destroy 
these cells. 


Du ring the 1953 polio epidemic 
in Minnesota, stool specim ens from 
513 cases were su bjected to this 
test. The » -esu lts were positive in 
78 of the paralytic and 42 per cent 
of the nonparalytic cases. The m a­ 
jority of specim ens were positive 
within three days after fever su b­ 
sided and in 50 
er cent of the pa­ 
tients, viru ses were fou nd two to 
three week s later. 
This research not only su ggests 
a new way to stu dy the viru s bu t 
also to dem onstrate that m any of 
the so-called nonparalytic form s of 
polio are not really polio.

Moscow's Great Debate

WASHINGTON 
The Am erican and Soviet gov- 
ernment.s appear to have one thing, 
at lea.'^t, in common. Tinth govern­ 
ments are internally divided abou t 
the direction their foreign policy 
.shou ld tak e, now that the basic de­ 
cision to rearm We.stern G erm any 
has at long last betu i made. 
The evident .su ggc'tinn that the 
Soviet governm ent is divided on 
this qiH'stion i.s, as .ilways. frag­ 
m entary and inconclu sive. Bu t it 
1.« a good deal le.« *, so than u su al. 
When Am bassador Charles 
E. 
Bohlen retu rned to Moscow recent­ 
ly. he reported hack that the sen.se 
of 
ten.sion 
had 
m easu rably 
in­ 
creased there in the few days .since 
he had left. D ie British am bassa- 
dfu *. Sir William Hayter, who also 
retu rned to Moscow at atmu t the 
.same time, reported li.ick to Lon­ 
don preci.sely the .same thing. 
One obviou .s rta.son for this ten­ 
sion in Moscow was, of cou rse, the 
French voting on the Germ an re­ 
arm am ent i.s.su e. Bu t aJiother rea- 
.son also ajipeared, when long edit­ 
orials abou t the fu tu re of the Soviet 
policy were pu bli.shed ju st before 
Chri.stmas in Pravda and Izvestia. 
To o k Oppo sing Views 
Izvestia i.s the organ of the Soviet 
governm ent, and i.s thu .s accou nted 
the mou thpiece of I’rem ier Georgi 
Malenk ov. Pravda is the organ of 
the Soviet Commu nist party, and 
is thins accou nted the mou thpiece 
of N. S. Kru shchev, secretary of 
the party. D ie two paficrs took al­ 
most diam etrically oppo.site line.s. 
Izvestia railed for a continu ation 
of essentially the present policy— 
increased em phasis on produ ction 
of consu m er goods, and a “ co­ 
existence” policy abroad. Pravda 
called, in effect, for a “ hard” line 
abroad, and a retu rn to all-ou t pri­ 
ority for heavy indu strial produ c­ 
tion, which m eans arm s produ c­ 
tion. 
The next day, Pravda pu bli.shed 
another long editorial, 
and this 
tim e Pravda fell in line with Izvo.s- 
tia. By k nowledgeable Ru ssian.s as 
well 
as 
foreign 
observers, 
this 
epi.snde wa.s u niversally tak en to 
m ean that there has been a basic 
disagreem ent on policy as between 
Malenk ov and Kru shchev, and that 
this disagreem ent had been settled 
in M alenk ov’s favor. 
The episode wa.s fu rther tak en 
to m ean that the Ru .ssian ru lers 
wished to m ak e k nown the exist­ 
ence of the disagreem ent. The pu r­ 
pose wa;;, presu m ably, partly to re ­ 
mind the West that the Soviets 
cou ld adopt a tou gher line if they 
wanted to. Bu t another pu rpose 
certainly was to give Kru shchev, 
as it were, his day in cou rt, and to 
rem ind the Ru ssian people that no 
one inherited all the powers of the 
dead Stalin. 
Rulers Free To Disa g ree 
Ft is qu ite genu inely tru e, in the 
view of Bohlen and all other for­ 
eign observers, that there is still 
no single absolu te dictator in post- 


Stalin Ru ssia. Moreover, the ex­ 
tent to which the Soviet ru lers— 
thou gh notably not the ru leri- feel 
free to di.sagreo with » ach other 
i;. remark ahU'. 


F or exam ple, there wa.s a recent 
m eeting 
lu 'tween 
certain 
“ neu ­ 
tral:”’ and a nu mh(>r of the Ru s­ 
sian leadiMs, inclu ding Malenk ov, 
Kru rJu -hev, and Foreign M inister 
V. 
M. 
Molotov. 
Malenk ov

wheeling abou t Soviet policy. Molo­ 
tov qu ite obviou sly felt that hit

vi'iy nearly becam e a .sort of three- 
cornered argu m ent between the 
Ku .H.sian.s.

Bu t it is natu ral 
that the Soviet ru ler.s .shou ld de­

and almost achieved a greater tri­

it.self ou t, now that the 
French have at last agreed to tha 
ri'arm am ent of We.st G erm any. 


No t Fully Decided 


Malenk ov’s recent equ ivocal re- 
mark .s abou t the desirability of a 
fou r-power “ meeting at the su m ­ 
m it” fu rther su ggests that the issu e 
has not yet been fu lly decided. The 
Soviet ru lers, apparently, sim ply 
have not m ade u p their minds 
w hether su ch 
a meeting 
wou ld 
serve Soveit pu rposes, since it is 
now seemingly impossible fu rther 
to delay Gtu man rearm am ent. 
A great debate i.s also, of cou rse, 
in progrcs.s within the American 
governm ent. This debate also con­ 
cerns whether it is worth trying to 
negotiate with the Soviets, now that 
the G erm an rearm am ent issu e is 
pre;:u mably 
settled; 
and 
if 
so 
w hether this is the tim e to try it. 
On one side are those who believe 
that the Soviet.« at least share the 
W est’s interests in avoiding m u tu al 
incineration; and that it is worth 
trying to agree on a .set of grou nd 
ru les to thi.s end. At least to some 
extent. President Eisenhower in­ 
clines to this view—as does British 
P rim e 
M i n i s t e r 
Sir 
Winston 
Chu rchill. 
On the other .side are those who 
hâve strong dou bts abou t the valu e 
of any negotiation with the Ru s­ 
sians except on the most lim ited 
and specific issu es. Secretary of 
State 
Du lles 
entertains 
these 
dou bts—and British Foreign Secre­ 
tary Eden shares them. Thu s a 
k ind of global great debate is go­ 
ing on. in Washington, in Moscow, 
in London. No dou bt it will be set­ 
tled one way or another before this 
year ends.
